Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Williams pointed out the presence of Formulae VII, VIII and IX in 
claim 1 . Accordingly, the rejection of record under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, directed to the definitions of the 
terms, as being changed from their original definitions in claim 1, is withdrawn. With respect to the rejections of record 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, the Examiner maintained her position that the specification fails to provide an 
adequate written description to support methods of treating or preventing atherosclerosis or restenosis comprising 
administering one of a plethora of compounds encompassed in the definitions of the terms of the formulae. The prior 
art does not recognize cinnolinecarboxamides as instantly claimed in said methods. Further, knowledge of the etiology 
of atherosclerosis and restenosis is immature. There is no showing or convincing evidence that either atherosclerosis 
or restenosis could be prevented through administration of a cinnolinecarboxamide of the instant claims. There is no 
expectation of success of the claimed methods. 
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
